BEPORT OF FIKE COMMISSIONERS. 


Your fire commissioners to whom was re- 
ferred the communication from the Indiana As- 
sociation Of Underwriters, beg leave to report as 
follows: 


We have given said communication careful 
consideration, and copy from same the follow- 
ing facts which we consider are true and Justi- 
fy us in making the recommendations which we 
submit with this report: 


The excessive fire losses in your city diu-lng 
the past few years has proven beyond any ques- 
tion the Inability of your fire department to do 
efficient service with the small equipment of ap- 
paratus now In use. 


"This most important branch of youi- city gov- 
ernment has been sadly neglected while others, 
no less important, have fully kept pace with the 
rapid growth and development of your enter- 
prising city. 


"A large portion of your city is practically 
without lire protection, notably the east, west 
and north sides. 


"From data taken from Chief HUbrecht's rec- 
ords for the years 1887 and 1888 we And the fire 
waste during those years amounted to $331,867; 
Insurance paid, $216,155; showing a total loss to 
taxpayers of $115,712. As a result of this In those 
two years alone the tax payers and property 
holders In Fort Wayne lost by Are more than 
$115,000 over and above the amount of Insur- 
ance paid. 


"The year of 1889, 
for nine months onlj', shows 
losses Of over $200,000." 


In view of these facts, which are indisputable, 
we would recommend the immediate purchase 
of a chemical engine, aud that by concurrence 
In this report your fire commissioners be and 
they are hereby instructed to advertise for bids 
for same at once. 


We would also recommend that the commlt- 
mlttee on public grounds and buildings, to- 
gether with the chief engineer of the fire de- 
partment be and are hereby instructed to pre- 
pare the old calaboose on Court street for the 
reception of the same. 


We would also recommend that your Are com- 
missioners be and are hereby Instructed to ad- 
vertise for proposals for suitable locations in the 
Fifth, Eighth and Ninth wai'ds, whereon to 
erect hose houses as recommended in said com- 
munication. 


In conclusion, we herewith append the follow- 
ing figures, showing the inferiority of Fort 
Wayne to other Indiana cities of similar and 
even less population, In the matter of fire pro- 
tection:

From which we find that Evansville has four 
times as many engine houses, three times as 
many hose reels or wagons, nearly four times as 
many full paid men, and spends annually thi-ee 
and one-half (3>si) times more money on her 
flre department than our city. 


Lafayette, a city of about half our 8lZ8 has 
one more engine house, one more hose wagon, 
1,000 
more feet of hose, nearly as many full paid 
men and spends annually as much money on her 
fire department as Fort Wayne. 


Besides all this she has one chemical engine, 
which we have not got. 


From the above statistics, we feel that the 
time has come for our city to take prompt ac- 
tion in all these matters.

We, your city civil engineer and attorney, re- 
spectfully report in the matter of the different 
widths of High street as follows The attorney 
in his repor;ra8t meeting made a mistake in re- 
porting that the late Judge Hannain his outlets 
nad platted High street from Wells to Barthold 
fifty feet wide.

The 
street for a distance of 160 feet east of Barr 
strset should be paved Avith cobble stone and a 
gutter made upon the north line of said Dock 
street, in accordance with the imprflvement of 
the same street between Clinton and Calhoun, 
which improvement was made whoUy at the ex- 
pense of the owners of property abutting upon 
the south line of said street. 
The 
owners upon the south line agreed to bear the 
whole expense of such Improvement in consid- 
eration of the New York, Chicago and St. Louis 
Kallway company consenting to the appropria- 
tion of a strip of its right of way five feet in 
width and over twelve hundred feet in length 
without claiming compensation aud which the 
city had no right to condemn as it ran longi- 
tudinally with the roadway. 
The company 
kept its agreement and surrendered the real 
estate. We now recommend that the proi)erty 
holders in question be asked to stand by said 
agreement made In their Interest and if they 
refuse so to do that the city take the legal steps 
to abandon the five feet strip and surrender it 
to the company Ita owner in fee.

It is the opinion of the city attorney of 
the city, that where the actual tangible prop- 
erty, real or personal, of a stock concern ex- 
ceeds the value of the stock, it must like all 
other tangible property, bear its Just propor- 
tion of the municipal tax, else property would 
be unequally taxed. We find no change of the 
record. The party or stockholder of such con- 
cern had legal notice of the board of equaliza- 
tion's annual meeting at which time the law 
compelled the board to fix the assessment. Un- 
der the clrcumstanses the committee report ad- 
versely, 


2. In the matter of the petition of John G. 
Lehr, asking for contract for dlcoverlng seques- 
tered property and causing the collection 01 the 
proper tax thereon, we report in favor of a con- 
tract with Mr. Lehr, to be so drawn as to allow 
him 15 per cent, on all monies which shall be 
collected upon retm'ns of property by him only 
and for which returns he shall furnish the neces- 
sary proof to cause such collection. The con- 
tract may be annulled at the pleasure of the 
council, and Mr. Lehr to receive no money what- 
ever except for the above percent, on the actual 
collection of taxes made by his discoveries and 
proofs as aforesaid. Your committee recom- 
mend this employment because past years show 
that large amounts of property are either negli- 
gently or fraudulently withheld from the assess- 
ment rolls, thereby Injuring the innocent and 
the honest, 


3. In relation to the petition of Mr. Julius 
Kegelman for a refunder of taxes alleged to 
have been charged against him unjustly, your 
committee report that upon an examination of 
the records we find that Mr. Kegelman filed a 
claim for the same demand in 1886, claiming' 
over-payments in I880, i8ei, i882,1JB83. 1884 and 
1885; that said claim was carefully examined by 
the then committee on taxes and assessor, who 
reportea that the tax«s «barged and paid were 


and due, and therefore adversely. We see 
oricnowot no reason to review the committee 
report tnen made and, therefore, now reix)rt 
adversely.

Carnegie, Phipps & Co., of Pittsburg, 
have begun the manufacture of steel 
railroad ties and an immense hydraulic 
press turns steel plates into ties at the 
rate of one a minute. The ties now be- 
ing manufactured are for the Chicago k 
Western' Indiana railroad and are to be 
put down in C|iicago, and it is expected 
w^ lead to a great demand. It is be- 
lieved that the question of a perfect 
track, capable of the highest speed, with 
absolute safety, has been solved by this 
invention. Steel ties have been used in 
Europe and India for some years, but 
the designs in use there, besides being 
costly, are also unsmtable for American 
roads, owing to the insufficiency of their 
fastenings. 


The ties now being manufactured are 
of an American pattern and have a fast- 
ening that is acknowledged by railroad 
experts to be the most perfect ever in- 
vented, practically converting the rails 
and ties into a solid structure that can- 
not be moved from its bed. At the same 
time a wooden cushion is introduced in 
such a manner that there will be less 
vibration and noise than there now is 
with the ordinary wooden tie. 
With 
this tie, spreading of rails will be un 
heard of, and, as it possesses the merit 
of great economy with its other quali- 
ties, it seems likely to be largely brought 
into use. 


The actual saving in the use of these 
ties is estimated at over $300 per year, 
with the advantage of a much better 
track. 
"The Standard Metal Tie and 
Construction Company," of New York, 
owns the patents and is carrrying on the 
business.

1882 we raised for this cause $10,838; 
for the year past, $16,422, the largest 
amount during the existence, except in 
1888. 


"Since 1886 we have traveled in the 
right direction, but it has been at^.a 
snail's pace. Last year the synod was 
estimated at 33,084 memberSi 
They 
have contributed to foreign missions, 
$15,423. Of 310 churches, 196 contri- 
buted. Average contribution of each 
member, 46c. The best result is in the 
Indianapolis Presbytery, owing to one 
large contribution, the average being 
74c.
